24 — Judge 
Jam es M. Benton, in the circuit court 
at Winchester, sustained the prayer of 
J. E. Gaitskill and other tobacco grow­ 
ers of central Kentucky and granted 
the motion of the plaintiffs for a re 
calver for the Burley Tobacco Society. 
The court held that the society had 
no legal right to use the money accru­ 
ing from the pools of the 1906 and 1907 
crops to further the Interests of the 
pool this year, as the pool this year 
was a separate and distinct organiza­ 
tion from the pool of other years. 
Clarence Lebua, president of the 
Burley society, refused to discuss the 
action, but Colonel J. R Allen, chief 
counsel for the society, stated that the 
decision would bt appealed. 
The ac­ 
tion of the court created a sensation 
in tobacco circles in Lexington and 
central Kentucky, and In some quar­ 
ters it is believed the decision of Judge 
Benton will result in a dissolution of 
the pool.
